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MUSTN'T BE HESITANT 
ON POLICY, RABIN SAYS

Prime Minister Radin werned 
yesterday that “any hesitation, 
raising of question marks” about 
the Government's stand on the 
Palestinian issue, would be inter- 
preted by friend and foe as a 
“sign of weakness, increasing 
pressure on Israel.” 

It would be damaging to Israel, 
however well-intentioned was such 
questioning. 

Mr. Rahin was referring to re- 
Ports of a possible Cabinet review 
of the Palestinian question, and 
that Foreign Minister Allon planned 
to initiate such a review. 

The Premier, answering questions 
at a Galei Zahal press conference 
in Beit Agron, Jerusalem, went 
even further. He saw “no need to 
hold a Cabinet discussion on Israel 


policy and strategy befor: my visit 
to Washington expected at the end 
of January.”

Mr. Rabin said the 
U.S. Government had proposed that 
Allon come to Washingtun before 
the January 12 Security Council 
mecting, to discuys thé Cauncil 
meeting which Isrnc! is boycotting 
because of its decision to invite 
the PLO. “I am izclined to agree 
to the (Allon) visit, but the Gov- 
ernment has yet to decide,” Mr.

The test at the January 12 meet-

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AMMAN HAILS ASSAD

Thousands of Jordanians yester- 
day took to the streets of Amman 
despite rainy weather to give a 
hero’s welcome to Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, who has arrived to 
continue union moves with Jordan 
in the miiltary, political, economic 
and other fields. This is Assad’s sec- 
ond visit to Amman in six months, 
Curing which the two countries en- 
forced several pacts heralding a 
possible federation between them. 


Jordanians hailed the Syrian lead- 
er as “Batal Tishrin" (October hero) 
ns he drove together with King Hus- 
sein across Amman from the air- 
port. 

The two leaders last night began 
formai talks, part of which were 
attended by Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam, Chief of 
Staff Maj.Gen Hilonat Shehabi and 
other ranking Syrian officials as 
well as Jordan's Premier Zald Rifai 
and Chief of Staff Lt.-Gen. Zaid Ben 


Shaker, both of which hed taken 8 
major role in working out the Jor- 
danian-Syrian rapprochement. 

Husseln today will take the Syr- 
jan Presidext to an sir base, the 
construction of which the Jordan- 
iuns have just completed as part of 
8. scheme to modernise Jordan's mi- 
itary capacity. Jordanian air bases 
have recently served Saudi Arabian 
warplanes supporting a Saudi force 
statfoned in Syria. 

On his arrival yesterday, Assad 
‘was met at the airport by two non- 
Jordanian officials. The frst was 
Col. Nihad@ Nusselbeh, commander 
of the Palestine Liberation Army unit 
stationed in northern Jordan and 
‘whose force reportedly will be 
reinforced by PLA units stationed 
in Syria. The second was visiting 
Kuwaiti Foreign Minister, Sheikh 
Sabah el-Ahmed el-Jaber Sabah, who 
had come to Amman to explore the 
possibility of ending the five-year-old 
rift between Jordan and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization. 


Meanwhile, Amman's “Ar-Rai” 
newspaper, known for its close ties 
with the government, yesterday re- 
ported that Assad and Hussein were 
scheduled to discuss a new Soviet 
Middle Hast peace initiative due to 
be announced soon. The paper said 
that the plan wag brought by the 
Soviet chief delegate to the Geneva 
eonference, Vladimir Vinogradov, 
who yesterday left Amman after a 
four-day visit during which he con- 
ferred with King Hussein and Pre- 
mier Rifai. Vinogradov had gone to 
Damascus over the weekend when 
he had conferred with Assad and 
Khaddam. 

In Damascus, a joint Syrian-Li- 
byan “press statement” yesterday 
denounced the recent Egyptian-Is- 
raeli interim settlement in Sinai. 
The statement was issued at the end 
of a two-day visit by Libyan Premier 
Abdul-Salam Jalloud who had pledg- 
ed his country's full support for Sy- 
ria in its fight against Israel.

Beirut Christians drive out 
Moslems from Jewish quarter 


BEIRUT. — Christian gunmea with 
their backs to the Mediterranean 
pushed back fierce Moslem attacks 
in Beirut yesterday after what the 
state radio called the “worst and 
cruellest night of fighting” in the 
eight-month civil war for control 
of Lebanon. The two-day death count 
rose to 185. 

In a counterattack, militiamen of 
the right-wing Christian Phalange 
Party retook the small, ravaged Jew- 
ish quarter’ of Wadi al-Yahoud, which 
had been overrun in the Moslem 
attack on Monday. 

“We pushed them out completely 
and we now control the entire area,” 
said a Phalangist spokesman, adding 
that there were virtually no Jews 
left in the district. Most of them 
have fled toe mountain villages. 

A Moslem militia leager claimed 
his forees had pulled out of the 
Jewish quarter “to regroup.”

In ad- 
dition to the dend, police said 
hundreds were wounded.

Israel praise

Israel, in an official statement in 
Jerusalem yesterday, expressed. 
satisfaction at the “stand taken by 
the U.S." at Monday night’s Sec- 
urity Counc!) debate on the Israel 
air raid in Lebanon. The U.S. — 
which foiled a resolution by casting 
a veto — had “frustrated the pas- 
sage of a further one-sided resolu- 
tion whereby the UN Assembly and 
Security Council would once again 
have turned a blind eye to the 
despicable crimes of the terrorist 
organizations," the Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 

The ,U.S. had defended the basic 
principles of justice anchored in in- 
ternational law and in the aims 
for which the UN was established. 

The official satisfaction, however, 
was not unalloyed. Official sources 
in the capital noted that the U.S. 
action had not dispelled disappoint- 
ment over the earlier U.S. stand at 
the Council vote on the extension 
of Undof approving the linking 
of the UN force on the Golan with 
a Council debate on the Middle 
East and the Palestinians.

Allon sees ‘changes’

There might be “changes of cir- 
cumstances” between now and Janu- 
ary 12, which would bring Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon to reconsider 
his present view that Israel ought 
not to participate in the Security

Allon told a television interviewer 
last night that while he held “today” 
that Israe] ought not to attend the 
debate, because the PLO had been 
invited to it, changing circumstances 
might change his mind. Allon did 
not specify what circumstances he 
had in mind, and the interviewer, on 
TV's “Moked” programme, did not 
press him on this point. 

Allon said he opposed the “Yariv- 
Shemtov formula” on moral and 
political grounds. The formula, 
which has been espoused by some 
Cabinet ministers, expresses Israeli 
Teadiness to talk with the PLO 


rae] and desists from terror. 

Adopting the formula would 
amount to half-recognition of the 
PLO by Israel, Alion sald, without 
any move towards recognition of 
Israel by the PLO. Moreover, it 
would persuade some states, which 
had hitherto refrained from main- 
taining contacts with the PLO, that 
Israel no longer objected to their 
doing so. Moderate Palestinians on 
the West Bank, who, in Allon’s 
view, were the majority, would con- 
clude that the PLO was in effect 
seen even by Israel as their re- 
presentative.

“Today,” he said, “if I were asked, 
I would oppose ἃ third state — be.

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger des- 
cribed as “δ total falsehood” charges 
that he had withheld information 
from President Ford concerning So- 
viet violations of the strategic arms 
limitation agreements. 
At a hastily-summoned news con- 
ference here, Dr. Kissinger disclosed 
ihat he would not be visiting Moscow 
at the end of a week-long trip to 
Europe scheduled to begin today. 
It had been thought that Dr. Kis- 
singer might go to Moscow, but he 
said yesterday that both the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union should work 
out their positions on a proposed 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment before a trip the Soviet capital 
would be worthwhile.

π᾿ financial support by the Educa- 


tion Ministry will fall on the uni- 
yersities, but theatres, museums, 
orchestras and publishers of educa- 
ffonal book will also feel the pinch.

Histadrut wants equal terms 
in industry and services

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut guide- 
lines for the labour contracts to 
be negotiated in January and April, 
envizage a minimum wage as wel! 
aS a maximum span in each grade. 
Wages will be calculated on a new 
basis, incorporating the cost-of- 
living allowances to the end of this 
year. The guidelines were adopted 
yesterday by the Histadrut Trade 
Union Department. They require 
ratification by the Histadrut Exe- 
cutive, 

The outline is in general terms. 
It stipulates that the Histadrut’s 
aim is to introduce gradually equal 
terms for industrial! workers and 
employees in the services, but ad- 
mits that the process will take 
several years. The plan recommends 


8 five-day working week of 45 hours 
on condition that production is not 
likely to be harmed. 


There will be two parallel sets of 
negotiations for the renewal of 
labour agreements. The top His- 
tadrut bodies will deal with overall 
principles, cost-of-living allowances, 
the minimum wage and ways to 
reward high productivity.

Winter-proofing of electric 
network proves valuable

HAIFA. — The Electric Corporation 
spent over IL20m. to “winter-proof”’ 
its network throughout the country 
and the results of the investment 
of money and labour showed after 
this week's storms: Damage from 
strong winds or lightning was either 
avoided or repaired in 8. short time, 
the company’s spokesman said yes- 
terday. 

“The winter here is hard on the 
network, and mishaps are a familar 
seasonal experience. ‘To forestall 
them, we have replaced miles of 
old cables with thicker and stronger 
ones that stand up better to bigger 


ΐ years. Over great 
distances the company checks cables 
for dust, salt and cracks. When the 
rains start, the defective lines fail 
and cause short-circuits. Alternative 
supply routes cover. network sec- 
tions put out of service by a break- 
down, “There are sensitive areas 
where uninterrupted supply is es- 
sential,” the spokesman noted. 
Some maintenance work on high- 
tension lines is done while these 
lineg are “hot,” with voltages up 
to 22,000 volte, by means of an 
advanced technique used in many 
countries. The JEC has brought in 
an expert from abroad to train net- 
work technicians in the art, which 
is not dangerous if prescribed pro- 
cedures are rigidly followed. 

The principle is to insulate the 
men from the ground (to prevent 
them from being turned into con- 
ductors) and to insulate the high- 
tension line from the men. “There 
must be no improvisation. Every 
movement is laid down from start 
to finish” the spokesman said. 
Special equipment and protective 
gloves are used. 

The spokesman said that of the 
900 engineers with the INC about 
half arrived in the country in the 
‘seventies, many from the Soviet 
Union.

Sadat also stopped over 
in Paris last month to lunch with 
Giscard at the Elysee Palace while 
on his way to the U.S.

Backed by Saudi Arabian off 
money, Egypt is showing consider- 
able interest in French arms and 
technology. But few contracts have 
been signed in spite of frequent 
visits to Paris by Egyptian experts 
and the removal by President Gis- 
eard of the embargo which Gene- 
ral de Gaulle imposed on arms de- 
livery to Egypt as well as Israel 
on the eve of the Six Day War. 

After President Sadat's visit here 
a year ago Egypt was reported to 
be about to order 44 Mirage F-1 
fighter bombers from France, but 
‘the contract has still not been 
signed. 

The Egyptians have also expres- 
sed interest in the Franco-German 
Alphajet trainer aircraft, but it 
seems that the British Hawk is 
more likely to be ordered. 

France's enthusiesm for closer 


contacts with Egypt is visible in 
funds earmarked for <ultural and 
technical cooperation with Egypt 
for 1976. These show a 25 per cent 
increase over the current year’s level 


and put Egypt in the frontline for ἢ

empire. Over 200 teachers and other 
French experts are serving In Egynt 
on the French state payroll — more 
than from any other country, 

the past few months over 
20 leading French firms, state-own- 
ed and private, Including the Re- 
nault-Saviem vehicle group, have 
opened branch ofices in Egypt. The 
Elf-Aquitaine ΟἹ Corporation has 
begun underwater prospection in the 
Mediterranean off Alexandria. 

The French Government is put-

UNDER MAO’S SHADOW 


PEKING. — Because Russia has 


style of expressing dissent — 
the problem is much harder. 

But this is not a free country 
in the American, or any other, sense, 
and the brainwashing and regimen- 
tation need to'be emphasized while 
American attention is directed at 
China in connection with President 
Ford's visit. So here are some exam- 
ples, culled at random in the few 
days I spent in Peking before the 
President's arrival reduced every- 
thing to organized activity. 

One morning I interviewed a high 
official from the Department of 
Agriculture. The subject was the 
next (1975-1980) five-year plan which 
wiJi centre around an effort to 
extend certain work attitudes de- 
veloped in the small commune of 
Tachai to all of China’s 2,000 coun- 
ties. : 

I asked how it could be determin- 
ed in Peking whether a county ac- 
tually was following the Tachai mo- 
del. The official consulted a little 
notebook, then put it back in his 


- pocket. He said there were six crite- 


ria for compliance, and spelled out 
each one of the six in painstaking 
detail. That day I discovered what 
he told me was an exact, word-for- 
word extract from a speech on the 
subject by the Minister of Public 
Security, Hua Kuo-Feng. 

Just before the President arrived 
there were protests, made on big 


posters, at Peking University and 
Tsinghua, the technical school here, 
against the Ministry of Education. 
Apparently the complaint was that 
children of Communist Party mem- 
bers were being favoured over or- 
dinary students. But no outsider 
knows for sure, because the univer- 


sities are off-limits to foreign jour- i 


nalists, and foreign students were 
kept from reading the posters. 

The Mao cult is far leas pro- 

nounced than it was when I came 
here during President Nixon’s visit 
of 1972. But it is still ail- 
Every newspaper report on all sub- 
jects from crop yields to space shots 
makes obeisance to the revolution- 
ary line of Chairman Mao. 

A huge, idealized picture of Mao 
dominates Tien-An Men Square at 
the heart of Peking. I have rarely 
heard any Chinese answer a ques- 
tion. without making some reference 
to the thoughts of Chairman Mano, 
and his patronage seems to be deci- 
sive in leadership questions. 

A young married woman told me 
she was not having children in 
keeping with some instruction from 
Chairman Mao. His words — not 
some decree or income incentive — 
have raised the average age of mar- 
Ylage to between 25 and 30. A 
youngster of about 15, who took 
me through an air-raid shelter, told 
me it was built in response to Mao's 
slogan: “Dig tunnels deep, store 
grain, and never seek hegemony.” 

A young woman who served as 
a language instructor to a Euro- 
pean diplomat brought up the sub- 
ject of how people found jobs on

ISRAEL'S TRUCK operators are 
complaining about bad times. Costs 
and prices are rising, but freight 
rates are lagging behind. In the past 
year, the 6.0.1. Index advanced by 
about one-half, but haulage tariffs by 
only about one-third. Moreover, the 
traffic volume is not what it used ta 
be. Competition is therefore stiffer, 
foiling attempts to quote higher 
tariffs, and income smaller. A 
number of hauliers have laid up their 
trucka or even sold out. Prospects 
for the next year are not en- 
couraging either. τ 

Little else could be expected, of 
course. Transport is servicing the 
economy's inner movement, and can 
hardly prosper while the GNP is 
declining. There is therefore no hope 
of curing the truckers’ malaise as 
long as the recession continues. 
Nevertheless, the trucking in- 
dustry‘s slump is worth Jooking into 
as a show case of how the 
government's planning [5 working. 

During the Yom Kippur War and 
its aftermath, inland transport was 
one of the economy's worst 
bottlenecks. The industry was ill- 
fitted for emergency situations, and 
needed major reorganization. A top- 
jevel committee outlined a plan. 
Large emounts of foreign currency 
were spent, and even larger amounts 
earmarked, for the purpose. Now, 
two years later, everything is stil in 
flux; all concerned are at 
loggerheads even over essentials: 
and no progress has been achieved 
for lack of central authority. 

Last April, another committee to 
probe the issue — chaired by R/A 
(Res.i Tsur was appointed by the 
Minister of Transport. Its 
recommendations, couched in fairly 
general terms, were submitted three 
months ago. But the Ministry is still 
stalling over implementing them, 
and it is even questionable whether 
their implementation would be of 
much help, 

OPINIONS DIVIDED 

Opinions are divided even on basic 
facts. What is our current cargo 
hauling potential? And what should 
it be? The truck operators argue that 
in 1973, when the industry's rated 
load capacity was about 143,000 tons, 
it was fully — but not excessively — 
employed. The Transport Ministry's 
economists feel that before the war 
we had an acute shortage of trucks 
which was alleviated only by the 
trucks acquired in 1974. They thus 
consider the current situation — 
which the teamsters call a slump — 
as more or Jess normal. 

The gap widens even more when 
one tries to evaluate our future re- 
quirements. A forecast worked out in 
accordance with the Economic Plan- 
ning Authonity envisages a rise of 
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the required loading capacity by 
almost 50 per cent by 1979 (from 
current 190,000 rated tons a day to 
270,000 tons}. But that forecast js 
based on presumed growth of our 
building activity, which is now 
declining rapidly, and an even 
speedier Increase of our industrial 
output, which Is now at best 
stagnating. 

Moreover, that forecast does not 
take into account a possible expan- 
ston of railway traffic, which ac- 
counts now for only 3 per cent of our 
cargo haulage, but could be substan- 
tially increased, in particular. in 
moving goods imported and ex. 
ported (such as grains, citrus). 
Although both road and rail 
transport are administered by the 
same ministry, there ἰ8 not the 
slightest coordination between their 
respective plans. 

Closely associated with this ques- 
tion is that of the reserve potential 
required for an emergency. The in- 
terministerial committee charged 
with working out a plan to that end 
outlined three widely different alter- 
natives, none of which has so far 
been adopted. The Ministry of 
Defence purchased a fleet of trucks 
intended to be kept in mothballs. But 
- as far as ls known — most of these 
trucks have already been put into 
operation, so that their use as 
reserve capacity has been lost. 

Similarly questionable is the 
availability of trucks sold --- at par-

ticularly favourable credit terms to 
civilian hauliers with a view to their 
being eventually called up for 
emergency service. In the meantime 
many of them have changed hands 
{Ulegally), including @ number sold 


, or hired to Arab operators in the ad- 


MTainistered areas. In the process 
their owners have realized capital 
gains, but tracking down the trucks 
for national service would now be 
fairly difficult. 

The best way of providing a 
reserve would probably be keeping 
our fleets of trucks in operation at 
below their maximum capacity — 
except in times of emergency — by 
enforcing the load rating 
regulations. However, that would 
require a revision of the prevailing 
freight tariffs, which is opposed by 
vested interests. As a result, trucks 
are customarily allowed to operate 
at 20 per cent (and more) above their 
rated capacity, irrespective of the 
heavy damage caused to our roads, 
and of the many accidents which 
could be avoided with lesser loading. 

Another way could be a working 
arrangement with licensed haulers, 
who would be required to keep part 
of their fleet idle in normal times. 
However, such a system could be 
relied upon only with firms of some 
size and responsibility. In fact, in the 
aftermath of the Yom Kippur War, 
the authorities attempted to 
organize the country’s teamsters 
into a few score transport concerns 


i 


or contracting offices, and to make 
commercial haulage tied to certain 
conditions. But this attempt was 
soon abandoned, and the Industry 
remained as ented as before. 
Today it consists of about 300 Jewish 
and a number of Arab concerns, in- 
cluding many tiny ones, which can- 
not be expected to care about even- 
tual emergency requirements. 

Incidentally, the main issue with 
which the Tsur committee was con- 
cerned was not emergency reserves, 
but competition, in particular that 
between truck operators and the 
railway, and between the Israeli 
teamsters and those in the ad- 
ministered areas. In both cases it 
recommended —-more or Jess — to 
freeze the present situation. And in 
both cases, it turned a blind eye to 
the real problems. ᾿ 


ΜΟΒΕΙ RAIL TRAFFIC 


The railway has been increasing 
its traffic at the expense of rail 
transport (especially as regards 
grain and defence cargoes) by offer- 
ing shippers cheaper terms, and by 
invoking 8 regulation which requires 
government agencies to prefer the 
rail route whenever such an alter- 
native is available. The committee 
recommended that this reguiation be 
revoked, and the railway’s pricing 
method be revised, so as to take into 
account also the cost of capital items 
such as land, track and equipment. 
However, this recommendation is 
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tantamount to countermanding the 

government’s declared policy of 

shifting inland traffic from road to © 
rail because the latter wes less fuel 

(ie. foreign currency) and can be 

more easily expanded in case of 

emergency. 

Proper costing may matter from a 
long-term angle, but ig obviously 
irrelevant from the crucial aspect of 
the immediate future. Moreover, one 
would expect in this case not ad- 
judication of rival claims, but in- | 
tegration of the competing transport 
systema, in order to streamline and 
improve their performance. Joint 
rail-road tr: projects were in- 
deed launched under the British 
Mandate, but apparently they can- 
not be carried out in the State of 
Israel. 

Claims concerning the competi- 
tion of truck operators in the ad- 


ministered areas were dismiased by . 


the committee as unsubstantial, 
because trucks registered there ac- 
counted for only six per cent of the 
country's aggregate loading capaci- 
ty. However, the committee ad- 
mitted that it hed no data concerning 
the share of the haulers in 
the country's traffic. And it 
deliberately sidestepped the basic 
problem involved. While Arab 


capitalists have been traditionally ” 


loth to’ engage in manufacturing, 
they have never discarded transport 
enterprises. With growing amounts 
of liquid funds accumulating in the 
administered areas, their share in 
the economy's transport flect and 
traffic is likely to expand. If it is not 
yet substantia? now, it may become 
soin a few years’ time. The rules for 
controlling the entire system both in 
normal conditions in an emergen- 
cy should therefore be worked out in 
advance. 

The summit of the official wisdom 
Is, however, the committee’s 
recommendation to set up a 
statutory road transport board, with 
wide competence for regulating the 
trucking Industry. In practice this 
means that all relevant issues would 
be dodged, and the buck passed to a 
new body. If the government had a 
clear transport policy, and an 
authority able to enforce it, such a 
board could serve as 8 useful sub- 
sidiary instrument. But in the pre- 
sent chaotic conditions, it cannot but 
be dominated by the respective in- 
dustry's vested interests, i.e., by the 
truck operators. One can be sure 
that such a board would strive to 
maintain the teamsters’ earnings 
and profits on an ‘‘adequate’’ level, 
but one must be less sure about its 
contribution to the performance of 
road transport, and about its effect 
on transport costs. The suggestion to 
set up such a board has indeed been 
hanging fire for over a decade. It 
would seem that even more time is 
required for assessing the idea. 


Suez Canal officials 
expect boom in 1976 


ISMAILIA. — Suez Canal Authority 
officials are confident six months 
after the reopening of the waterway 
that traffic and revenue will rise 
significantly in 1976, despite world . 
economic uncertainties. ᾿ 

Their optimism stems from a slow 
but steady increase in the number of 
shippers using the 165-km. shortcut 
between the Mediterranean Sea and 
the Indian Ocean. 

Even though loaded supertankers 
cannot use the waterway, this hasn't 
proved to be the handicap many 
Western shipping experts t 
would keep the Canal from re; 
its role as a major commercial 
artery. 

A different mix of ships, most of 
them cargo ‘carriers, has taken the 
place of the tankers that accounted 
for three-fourths of the Canal's trat- 
fic in 1961, its last full year of opera- 
tion. 

Director of Transit Kassem Sultan 
predicted the Canal would be handi- 
ing 50 ships a day — 10 fewer than its 
average in 1967 before the Six Day 
War. 

Sultan said shippers ‘*have 
become more confident about the 
Canal once the possibility of war was 
removed” by last September's Sinai 
accord. 

In an Interview in the Cana) 
Authority headquarters overlooking 
Lake Timsah, Sultan added, ''Karly 
Jast month the (war) insurance sur- 
charge was lifted and that helped. 
For example, in November alone we 
had nine container ships. In the 
previous five months there were only 
six container ships."’ 

Sultan said trattic would be 
a shot in the arm because the end of 
the year would free many shippers 
from contracts obliging them to use 
the Cape route. 


Since the Canal reopened last June | 


5, a total of 4,800 ships have used the 
waterway. The average rose from 11 


8. day in June to 32.2 a day in | 


November. Last Tuesday a record 42 
ships transited the Canal. 

Although no precise breakdown is 
available, the Russians are believed

HAIFA, — Medical evidence has 
shown that the average life expect- 
ancy in Israel is now up to 78, and the 
retirement age should therefore be 
fixed at 67, a Histadrut official said 
recently. Ze’ev Weiner, director of ἡ 
Mish'an, the Histadrut aid society, 
was speaking at a national meeting 
on pensioners’ problems here. 


The Histadrut is now setting up a 
unit to centralize and coordinate 
pensioners’ services. Today, the ser- 
vices are spread among various 
Histadrut departments, Nawad 
Arad of the Central c: ee, who 
is chairman of mutual help nctivitios 
said. The meeting agreed to a de- 
mand from the Histadrut’s central 
bodies to increase the budget for ser- 
vices to pensioners and also the 
share of the six Histadrut-affiliated 
pension and provident funds. 


Coordination problems for old age 
services need coordinated action by 
the Histadrut and government agen- 
cies, particularly the National In- 
surance Institute. 

Health services for old people, es- 
pecially those suffering from ger- 
ijatric diseases, should be included in 
the health services under the propos- 
ed national health Insurance Law 
which is now before the Knesset, the © 
meeting urged. 

Meanwhile, the grave shortage of 
hospital beds in Haifa for geriatric 
cases will grow critical by the end of 
this decade, according to Kupat 
Holim officials, They predict a shor- 
tage of 176 beds for chronic patients 
and another 163 for those in need of 
long-term treatment.

BEYOND THE VETO 


THE U.S., unlike the Soviet Union does not make it a matter 
of routine to exercise its veto power in the UN Security Coun- 
ceil. 


But given the one-sided resolution, submitted to the Council 
by the Arabs and their supporters condemning Israel's strike 
against terrorist bases in Lebanon, the only real choice that 
lay before Washington was to seek a mere moderate resolu- 


tion or to employ the veto. 


This the Arabs, and especially the Soviet Union understood 
as well, and it was probably the case that the Soviet-Syriar- 
PLO axis which has emerged preferred to force a veto upon 
the U.S. Not only would this force the U.S. to stand alone, it 
would also, formally at least, scuttle an appeal to the Security 
Council that was sponsored by Egypt, which has become a 
principal target of Soviet and Syrian diplomacy. 

Why, however, Britain, France and the other Western states 
on the Council should have chosen to lend their support to 
such an alignment is puzzling. Because at this stage in Middle 
East and Big Power diplomacy the desire simply to court 
favour with the Arab bloc for economic reasons cannot be 8 
sure guideline for European diplomats. For what is now 
emerging is a deliberate and well-constructed Soviet-Syrian 
campaign to scuttle the promise for the future that potentially 
resided in the interim agreemeut with Egypt. 

By forcing the Security Council to fecus on the PLO, and 
all its attendant ramifications, Moscow and Damascus are seek- 
ing to isolate the U.S. and Egypt, show up American diplo- 
macy, and prove that the key to any future moves lies with 
them. 


The real danger is that in pursuing this goal the Soviets 
and Syrians will not limit themselves to diplomacy proper. But 
seeing a U.S. going into an election year, a U.S. still reeling 
from the shocks of Vietnam, and a U.S. which appears to be 
ready to be outmanoeuvred and outwitted by the Soviets in 
Angola, there may be 2 readiness to chance seeking a decisive 
political turn through military means. 

Certainly the developing military cooperation between Syria 
and Jordan, the massive Soviet rearming of the Syrian forces, 
and the radical tradition of Damascus politics when factored 
into this general trend all add up to the need for renewed 


alertness. 
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Sebastia compromise ‘dangerous’ 


DAVAB (Histadrut) says the com- 
promise whereby the Sebastia 
settlers can remain in a nearby 
army camp negates the 
Government's policy of not permit- 
ting acts of settlement or the es- 
tablishment of facts In the ad- 
ministered territories except by ex- 
plicit Government decision and prior 
Planning. The present compromise 
sets a dangerous precedent and 
amounts to de facto approval for 
acts of “creeping settlement” and 
the creeping erosion of law and order 
and governmenta] authority. The 
Government's surrender was the 
result of the indecisiveness of its ap- 
proach to the settlers, of the fact that 
the security forces did not make a 
serious effort to prevent the settlers 
from reaching the site in the first 
Place and the fact that they were 
allowed to remain there for a full 
week, in the full glare of publicity. 
“The Government must draw the 
necessary conclusions: Dlegal yettle- 
ment attempts must be prevented 
from the outset, and at all costs. On 
the other hand those settlements 
which have been established on the 
basis of Government decisions 
should be supported and en- 
couraged, Any other course will 
result in the undermining of the rule 
of law, in irreparable damage to the 
Government's credibility and in un- 


rest ameng the Arab inhabitants of 
the territories.” 


HA’ARETZ (independent) notes that 
the majority of the Cabinet was op- 
posed to the compromise, but 
Messrs. Rabin, Peretz and Galili 
took it upon themselves to change 
whet had hitherto been a firm policy. 
They were supported In this by the 
annexation-minded Likud opposition 
party as well as the National 
Religious Party. The Government 
would do well to revoke the com- 
promise and send the settlers home. 
All the talk abroad about the Rabin 
Government being weak has been 
confirmed by its hesitant handling of, 
the affair. The Prime Minister must 
make it clear precisely where he 
stands, for his present behaviour has 
enhanced doubts as to whether it is 
clear to him in which direction he is 
steering the ship of state. 


AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) com- 
plains that the compromise amounts 
in effect to approval of the act of 
settiement, for the settlers have 
been allowed, at least temporarily, 
to settle in Samaria all the same. 
Moreover, they will now do 
everything in their power to make 
this settlement permanent, with or 
without Government approval, and 
attempt further acts of settlement as 
well.

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PRESIDENT ASSAD'S arrival 
in Amman yesterday marked a 
further strengthening of the 
Syrian-Jordanian link which 
poth countries began to forge six 
months ago within the 
framework of plans to 'restore” 
the unity of the ‘‘one people" in- 
habiting the two territories. 

Jordan's King Hussein and 
the Syrian President agreed to 
make regular three monthly 
reciprocal calls on each other, 
but the Syrian leader's present 
visit significantly comes after 
the conclusion of several pacts 
between Jordan and Syria which 
herald an eventual merger 
sooner or later. These pacts, un- 
ifying strategies in political, 
military, economic and other 
fields, surprised those observers 
who believed that King Hussein 
was reluctant to consolidate any 
real union between his 
monarchy and Syria's socialist 
Ba’athists (resurrectionists). 

In contrast to the widely 
spread assumption that Hussein 
had reservations about involve- 
ment in Syria's radical and 
adventurous strategies, the Jor- 
danian king appears to be 
responding positively to the 
Damascus slogan of “‘one peo- 
ple, one army.” He is, in fact, 
apparently strengthening coor- 
dination with the Syrians in the 
military sphere. 

This week King Hussein in- 
troduced conscription. By the 
end of this month he plans to put 
into effect a scheme aimed at 
modernizing and mechanizing 
his 80,000-strong army, recogniz- 
ed generally as the best trained 
and most disciplined in the Arab 
world. Unless there are unfore- 
seen considerations, including 
the possible balancing of his 
might with that of Syria, Hussein 


LAST WEEK I quoted a learned 
judge who asked, in a case concer- 
ning 8 runaway cow: “Is one to 
abandon every vestige of common 
sense in this matter?"

“As a 
bird,’’ he replied, “I value it at 5s., 
but as a friend I value it at 7s 6d.” 

The same confusion may be 
detected In a report from the 
‘“‘Hampstead and Highgate Ex- 
press,'" which stated that the cam- 
paign to eradicate the 
squirrel, proclaimed Public Pest 
No.1 by the Forestry Commission, 
had been suspended because the 
squirrels were mating and “young 
squirrels might be left to starve in 
the nests." 

Many animal lovers see nothing 
wrong in subsidising the slaughter of 
a number of other species to provide 
food for their own animals. The pet 
food industry was recently attacked 
in a BEC programme which showed 
just how uniform is the content of 
various brands despite the manufac-

When 
cautioned about the possibility of 
total defeat. in view of Israel's 
vigilance and Egypt's possible 
reluctance of becoming involved 
in renewed hostilities, Assad is 
reported to have replied 
astonishingly that he was taking 
such a defeat in account. He is 
said to have added: ‘We did that 
in the October war." 


ACCORDING TO THE Syrian 
scenario, Assad believes that 
however renewed hostilities 
might develop, the Soviet Union 
and the United States would rush 
to join each other in making 
moves — if not imposing a settle- 
ment — were the situation in the 
Middle East to flare up anew. 
That is, if-the two superpowers 
seek to avoid direct confronta- 
“tion and salvage their much 
celebrated detente. 

Again, according to this 
scenario, the Syrians visualize 
an eventual physical Russian in-

One of the most significant 
points in the Damascus strategy 
is the cultivation of ‘‘union 
moves" simultaneously with 
Jordan and the PLO, both rivals 
if not arch foes within the Arab 
arena in general and the Middle 
East in particular. 

Apart from the fact that both 
Jordan and the PLO are viewed 
by Damascus as potential 
partners in the dream of 
“Greater Syria," King Hussein 
has been recognized as the 
defender of Syria's “left flank’’ 
against Israel.
